We, who turn up our noses at 
war-time bread. should taste the 
tilth that passes for bread in Bel- 
gium. This stuff is brownish black 
in colour, and so sticky that it 
cannot be cut, but must be torn 
in soggy and glutinous lumps 
which stick to the fingers 

The Belgians get about eight 
ounces of this stuff per head per 
day; and practically nothing else. 

The children are dying, and the 
parents must see them die of slow 
Starvation ....“ Malnutrition,” as 
it is politely called. A spectacle 
now common in Belgium is the 
hideous ghastly living-dead spec- 
tacle of the child.

The further East the Germans 
go the less they care about even 
the appearance of restraint. You 
can follow their track, massacri 
by massacre. as with red mile- 
stones, from the Adriatic to the 
Volga.

they are practising a colder, more 
insidious form of mass murder.

Mould Youth 


T know children. I have taught 
them, to the best of my ability, for 
twenty years. I have seen them 
grow up, and I know that what 
your poet says is true. The child 
is the father of the man. 

A child of seven carries his or 
her entire destiny inside, as a fruit 
inside it the seeds of a 


tree. It is terribly easy to damage 
a child if one does not take care, 
and it is all too easy to ruin him 
in some hidden way for ever. 
Remember, for twenty years | 
have watched children from six 
years old to adolescence, and 
according to the influences they 
have come under and the experi- 
ences they have undergone, I have 
seen them become in later life 
good or bad people—angcels. devils 


Saints. prostitutes. honourable 
men, thieves, kind women, mur- 
deresses ! 


This German influence is cor- 
rupting our youth. 

Sir, these Germans are madmen 
who want to tear down the earth 
about their ears and bring every- 
thing down to chaos and ruin! 

They are sowing the seeds ot 
their own destruction, it is true: 
but oh, my dear sir, why, why, why 
must seeds of destruction be 
sown? It is just as easy to sow 
seeds of construction. 

The Belgians are hungry. It is 
the same all over Europe, but I 
am telling you about my own 
people because in this case I 
happen to know real facts. 

There are few children who 
have not seen something beastlv 
and terrible. A million bad im- 


htma 


pressions are being burned into 
their sensitive minds. Further- 
more, they are suffering physic- 
ally; my poor children. Some of 
them die on their way to school. 

It would break your heart to 
see them. They are in rags, and, 
since the Nazi occupation, hardly 
any of them have gone to bed 
without crying for hunger. This 
has been going on since 1940. 

Think of it! Nearly three years 
in the lives of poor little children 
in their tenderest, their most 
impressionable, phase of life! 

You do not know what it means 
to be really hungry—to have only 
just enough to keep a poor little 
flicker of life inside you....to be so 
hungry that your belly swells out 
unnaturally, and your limbs are 
like pipe-stems, and your eyes 
twice their size. Our children do. 

And do you realise that thou- 
sands upon thousands of these 
children nave no memory in their 
lives of anything but cold. star- 
vation, and in their homes an un- 
utterable dejection and an intoler- 
able wretchedness. 

Some, now, have been born into 
it. Some have never even seen 
proper food or felt the touch of 
proper clothes. A deformed gener- 
ation is growing up: starved, 
rickety, chronically anzemic. 

Everything must go to the Nazis. 
What do they care if the children 
perish? With my own eyes I have 
seen them faint with hunger in 
school. They are all terrified. 

There are sO many ways in 
which they or their loved ones 
may be punished. And those that 
have it in them to survive with 
their bodies unharmed will have 
damaged minds. 

I know a woman called Marie 
Her husband was killed in the 
fighting before Belgium capitu- 
lated. Her child was born at the 
beginning of the war. She had 
been poor, but now she was poorer. 

The child was a boy, named 
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Philippe. He was a sickly child. 
As mothers will, she loved him all 
the more for that. She struggled 
to keep him alive. Our own people! 
there do what they can, but what 
can they do? Can you give a sick! 
child milk and vitamins when} 
there is no milk and the Nazis! 
have all the vitamins? | 
Can you give a child warmth 
when there is no fuel, or clothe) 
him without cloth? | 
This poor woman Marie strug- 
gled and struggled. People tried 
to help; but they also had 
children. She was a virtuous 
woman, but the sight of her sick 
child tore her heart out. | 
I say she was a virtuous woman 
and had loved her husband 
dearly : but I know for a fact that| 
Marie endeavoured to sell herself 
to buy food for the child. Whether 
she succeeded or not I do not} 
know; but if she did succeed then} 
the Lord will not only forgive her 
—the Lord will take her to His 
bosom, because her sin was no sin, 
but an act of pure love. | 
This winter the child died in 
her arms one night. He had been | 
shivering for days. He was so cold 
that even death could not make | 
nim anv colder. | 
She had tried to feed him on a 


little flour mixed 
with warm water: 
but he was ill and 
he died You 
should have seen 
his eves. They| 
were still open. | 


They were hunger- 
eyes; great round, lifeless, staring 
eves. 

And you should have seen her 
eyes. They were dead, as ashes 
and I could see that all the life 
had gone out of her. She could 
not let go of the child's body. 

Something in her head, or her 
heart, had broken: and instinc- 
tively she was holding Philippe 
and trying to bring back some 
warmth into him.

The remedy for them lies not 
in rebuilding alone—though we 
must rebuild on a bigger scale 
than we have ever before dared 
to contemplate—but in the edu- 
cation of the children and the 
parents, too; in the provision of 
thousands of nursery schools; in 
the better selection and training 
of teachers; in a truly national 
health service and in the imme- 
diate provision of family allow- 
ances.
